GERMAN ROUTE CHANGED 


Soldiers and Police by Thousands All

the Distance From Llvldla to Rac- 
cbnlgi, the Population of the Latter 


Place Being Doubled by Presence of 


Protectors of Russian Ruler—Meets 
Italy's King Today 


Home, Oct. 23.—No traveling sov- 


ereign ever -had such a vast escort 
as is now safeguarding the czar in 
Ills Journey from Llvldla to Racconlgi, 
where he will meet King Victor. Em- 
manuel today. Four great European 
armies have been laid under contribu- 
tion in order that the czar may not be 


.- annoyed by hostile demonstrations* or 
" victimized by prowling anarchists. 


Russian troops, as usual, formed an 


unbroken lino along the railway from 
Odessa. tt> the Russian frontier, and 
a large section .of the German army 
and police maintained. a strict watch 
on the imperial progress. Part, of the 
precautions in Germany consisted in 
changing the scheduled route several 
times, the alteration being known to 
only the highest officials, who .tele- 
graphed snort Instructions to their 
staffs whenever the train bearing the 
czar stopped., which was seldom, all

: blocked by soldiers and police.

the. French radlwajs .between Bel- 
fort, where the Germans handed over 


'. their charge to France, to conduct him

The French government, whose al- 


liance with Russia Increases, if pos- 
sible, their wish to ensure the cza'r's 
safety, have the line guarded through- 
out by thousands of troops and geiid- 
.armes. 
The stations at which the. 


train stops are filled with soldiers and 
police. 
Nobody will be allowed to 


, enter. 


Between 
Modane and 
Racconigl 


some 20,000 Italian soldiers hold the 
railway. The watch that will be Icept 
will be as keen as for a foreign in- 
vader. 
Besides this a patrol, mount- 


. ed and on foot, will march along the 


line, peering Into farm houses and 


'•cottages and questioning strangers, 


who, it they would .escape arrest, 
must answer frnnltly and convinclng-

ing in . a mysterious manner.

tension will oe liept up until.Monday, 
when the czar will return over the, 


, same route, again ;involdng the pro- 


tection of Prance and Germany. 


Before the czar reaches .Racconlgi, 


the population of the peaceful town of 
UOOtl .residents will have been nearly 


• doubled by the arrival of soldiers and 
police to ensure his majesty's safety. 
Already the place resembles a mili- 
tary camp. The police are going from 
house to'house, amusing or alarming 
the occupants by warnings not to ad- 
mit strangers to their dwellings : and 
not to allow anybody with whom they 
are not acquainted to look from their 
windows when-the czar'is passing. 
Foreigners will not be allowed to ap- 
proach the town.

He was greeted at the pier by several 
members of the. United Irish League 
of Aiiierica and escorted to the Hoff- 
man House, -where lie held a recep- 
llon last'evening. 


Mr. O'Connor said that Ihe object 


of Ills mission was to raise funds for

election. 
"Most 


Americans," he said, "do not know 
lhat the lloor of the house of com- 
mons Is the heart of the lirilish.em- 
pire. I am convinced that this is Ihe 
chance for Ireland. 
The Irish in 


America, and the Americans them- 
selves, have always responded liber- 
ally to our appeals In crises, and 1 
believe this to be one. 
We want at 


least to hold our, representation in 
parliament. 
Some have an impres- 


sion that if we are properly equipped 
and assisted by our American friends, 
our.representation of eighty-one may 
be increased by a member from South 
Dublin and one from Londonderry.". 


Mr. O'Connor said that much dri- 


pended, from the standpoint of the 
house rulers, on the action

"The effect of the rejection of the 


budget would give the Liberals at 
the next general election a majority 
that would be not only for the budget 
but also for the reform of the house 
of lords. 
The Liberals would not go 


before the country on the subject ot 
the budget only, but would advocate 
a suspensory Instead of an absolute 
veto power for the lords.

the prime minister may go to the 
king and he may Intervene. 
The first 


measure after the adoption of 
Ihe 


budget will be home rule. 


"If the lords accept the budget homo 


rule will be deferred. It will take us 
a little longer to get it through. 
Whether the budget Is passed .or not 
there will be a general election soon 
and we want America to help us sup- 
port our Irish legislators, who have 
to spend many 
weeks 
in England 


without pay. 
Whatever happens tp 


the budget we ought to hold the bal- 
ance of power'in the house of com- 
mons so as to get home rule from the 
party holding the reins of 
:. govenir 


inent. We "have with us the Labo'r- 
ites, who now number fifty-three. 
Every Labor member may be said to 
be as much of a home ruler as the Irish 
themselves. 


"The present Liberal majority In the 


house of commons is a freak... In the 
event of'a new election, providing the 
budget is passed, the majority would 
be reduced considerable. 
The actual 


.•working force of • the house is very 
small, compared with the member- 
ship of more than 000. 
The great 


number that does not attend the ses- 
sions is an unknown quantity.

Yet all agree upon one thing, and thai is that It Is sometlilui; nol 
found in adequate form in our present educational system. 


Practically nothing has-been ;douojn this country for the develop- 


ment of Industrial education outside the college or university. Thou- 
sands of pupils/now'leave school at'an early age with no training 
whatever directly'lilting them for the activities of life in the indus- 
trial world, where most of them will find their work. 


In the larger cities trade schools and continuation schools of va- 


rious types must.be organized. The scope and character of their 
work will be varied and must,be adapted to local conditions. 
In 


rural communities secondary schools in which the study of agricul- 
ture and related lines of work is the dominant purpose musl be or- 
ganized. 
But wlien these different types of schools jcomo into ex- 


istence, even in considerable number, throughout the country the so- 
lution of the problem has just begun.
